Forest R eserve Increases. 


In accordance with the president's 
policy tii 
forest reserves throughout 
the country have been imreas« 1 by 
orders issued by the interior depart 
tuent. 
W h ile there has been a great 
deal of criticism from some western 
men about the reserves, seme on ac­ 
count of their being too large and oth­ 
ers because ih y take in agricultural 
lands and prevent the settlement of 
the good tracts, it has usually been 
found that the complaint originates 
from men who want to get control of 
the timber. 
There has also been some 
trouble concerning the protection and 
adm inistration oi forest reserve's, but 
this now is getting to be handled in a 
more practical maimer, and it is shown 
that great good is going to be accom­ 
plished by t ic reserves. 
Ii is a rather 
renjarkab!" fact that w herever efforts 
haw» been made to bare the present 
forest reserves decreased a careful ex­ 
am ination of un-st of the requests re­ 
sulted in their being refused. 
The peo­ 
ple in f be states whore tiie reserves 
are located have* become appreciative 
of their value, and then* have been de­ 
mands far the enlargement w hich the 
president has grunted.

tor of St.. Raul's L uthera n church of 
this city. 
U ur i ng h is pastoral labors, 
of nearly ten years, lie added a larg e, 
num be r of mem bers to th e church,) 
and was also instrum ental in org aniz­ 
ing 11m Rock River Assembly Associa- : 
tion. 
He was untiring in his efforts 
to build up t h e interests of his church, 
and

IB- was g entle and modest in his 
m a nne r and speech, yet uncompromis­ 
ing and immovable in his opposit ion 
ag ainst popular and social eyils in the 
com in unity.

1*05, lie was 
called from th e Dixon pastorate to th e 
presidency of ( art hug e colleg e, at Car­ 
thag e. Illinois. 
He found the institu­ 
tion incumbered w ith a heavy debt, 
but in two years of hard work he suc­ 
ceeded in putting th e colleg e on a safe 
financial ¡basis.

extended him a call to become the 
president of th at important institu­ 
tion.
